And still more refugees came—leaving their 
homes and villages, risking their lives to seek free- 
dom in the one bit of.continental China still un- 
claimed by Communism, At that time most of 
them thought of Hong Kong as a stopping place 
on their way to Formosa—and several million did 
reach Formosa in safety. In 1952, however, For- 
mosa authorities felt that the island could support 
no more refugees unless they could prove means 
of livelihood. And so our ‘temporary’ Hong Kong 
has become a city six years old, flowing over from 
the harbor islands and creeping up the steep 
rugged mountains of the coastal strip. 

Its 19 large “towns” consist of thousands of 
tiny, lop-sided shacks created of whatever ma- 


‘terials can be begged; borrowed or bought for ale: 


most nothing. Roofs are patched together from 
straw mats or cardboard or twigs. Prized are roofs 
made of tin cans that have been flattened, 
trimmed, and welded together. Walls are made of 
rags or of cardboard lined with newspaper. 

When I stoop to enter one of these homes, I 
notice the bare mud floor that’ becomes a puddle 
when it rains. I see the single all-purpose wooden 
bench: the bare board which serves as a bed where 
the whole family takes turns in sleeping; the few 
bricks for a stove; and the one container for food 
—an earthenware crock, mostly empty. 

We missionaries speak with feeling about the 
millions of refugees from China for we too are 
among their number. Before the so-called “liber- 


ation” I was stationed in Canton, a large city about: 


a hundred miles inland and north of Hong Kong. 


After the defeat and withdrawal of-the Japanese, . 


our office was the channel of distributing the 
sorely-needed help from the Vatican and Ameri-

Hong Kong’s hills, surrounding one of the world’s most 
beautiful ports, are now “home” to over 1,500,000 refugees 
from Red China. Hong Kong, the squatter city, is the 
largest refugee camp in. the world. Here the Chinese 
would rather live in utter poverty than submit to the 
tyranny which has overwhelmed their homeland, 


can Catholics. Canton was so far south we did not 
fear for its safety even when rumors came of 
sweeping Communist successes in the great north- 
ern cities of Peking, Hankow, Suchow. 


An ancient boast of China said that its terri- 
tory extended so far that no one conquerer could 
ever take it all. Yet in 1949 the unbelievable came 
to pass. All continental China and Manchuria 
(2,683,562 square) miles) were ruthlessly brought 
under Communist control. Only the Communist 
need for a loophole to the rest of the world still 
leaves free our port of Hong Kong. Even its Portu- 
gese sector of Macao across the bay—an area of 
only 300 square miles—is threatened. 

Here during the first winters of mass exile in 
1950 and 1951 the situation was more tragic than 
any I have seen except during actual scenes of 
war destruction, All the resources of the local 
government as well as local religious and charit- 
able groups were overwhelmed. ae 

Food alone was a gigantic problem. The de- 
mand for shelter was so’ enormous that it was 
hopeless to consider solving it at the time. As the 
refugees’ light clothing wore out, they had no 
money to replace it. Up in the hills, down on the 
docksides, on .every street, these questions— 
multiplied by the million—faced all who tried to 
help. 

The climate of Hong Kong is not too cold, but 
in Spring and Fall typhoons the refugees watched 
their little shacks dissolve and slide down the 
mountainsides in ‘hopeless chaos. Later on in the 
winter the fires began. The little open stoves 
(which are their only means of heat or cooking) 
sent out sparks that flared up in the straw roofs. 
Month after month thousands found themselves 
doubly homeless. 

Stricken as we were with these disasters of 
hunger, disease, fire (Continued on page 7)

Ever since Adam got us all into 


trouble by biting into the forbidden fruit, 


mankind has had wars. Cain started it by 
killing Abel, and the human record has 


been a dreary history of violence and | 


murder ever since. The cause lies basically 
in the wound inflicted on our’ nature by 
original sin. Our intellect was darkened, 
our will was weakened, and our concupis- 
cence got out of hand. There will always 
be talk of peace programs, but we Catholics 
know that peace will follow only as each 
of us roots out of his heart the effects of 
original sin, and as the nations submit 
themselves to the rule of Our Lord. 

But such a solution is beyond discussion 
among the non-believers. They see no sense 
in Christ. Trusting rather in their own wit, 
they have come up with some odd solutions, 


In the first years of this century, the 


millionaire iron-master Andrew Carnegie 


saw a panacea in a reunion of Britain with 


America. | 


“ _. You know that I am a race imperial- 


ist,”’ he once wrote to a friend. “I know the 
day is coming when Canada, as the weil 
behaved younger son, will take the mother- 


land by one hand and the rebellious elder 


brother (USA) by the other and reconcile 
them ‘both. I also think that Canada will 
some day annex the Republic just as the 
northern part of Britain, called Scotland, 
actually annexed the southern part, called 
England, and has bossed it ever since. May 
this be the destiny of Canada.” 

Elsewhere, “Some day the old home and 
the new homes, Canada and America, will 
again be united 
dominate the world and compel peace... 

To advance such ideas he set up the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace with the influential Nicholas Murray 
Butler as chairman. The Carnegie Corpora- 
tion of New York advanced additional 
funds, and the. Church Peace Union re- 
ceived $2-million in Carnegie money. 

Other agencies devoted to propagandiz- 
ing substantially the same objectives are 
the League to Enforce Peace, the Rhodes 
Foundation—which each year chooses the 
brightest of our American college boys for 
a free education at Oxford—the English 
Speaking Union, Sons of St. George, the 
Sulgrave Institute, the Pilgrim Society, and 
the World Alliance for Promoting Inter- 
national Friendship (headed by the Arche 
bishop of Canterbury). 

To the great majority of the American 
public such a scheme is unreal, But we are 
accustomed to such things. Hardly a day 
goes by that we don’t pick up our paper and 
read that someone wants all our children

Wood- 
row Wilson thought he had the answer in 
the League of Nations.

You can work this sys- 
tem any way you want, 
making the pattern bigger 
or smaller. An original set 
of 1” squares followed by 
a set of %” would reduce 
the figure by half, for an- 
other example. 


Mark the lines. as 
shown: A, B, C, etc., and 
1, 2, 3, etc. Wherever the 
original pattern crosses a 
squared line, put a dot. 
Then mark the dots on 
corresponding lines on the 
new pattern.

Explaining Adoption 


Be sure you tell them the truth

H ow shall parents who have 
adopted children answer their ques- 
tions about their origin? Letters have 
come into the Fides Family Feature 
office asking for advice on this prob- 
lem. It is another of those difficult sit- 
uatiOns in which parents are some- 
times at a loss for words because they 
have not thought out the problem in 
terms of the child’s needs. Here are 
a few suggestions drawn from the 
ideas and experiences of other people 
who have adopted children. The wel- 
fare organization or the children’s hos- 
pital from which you adopted - your 
children may be able to advise you 
more thoroughly. 

All are agreed upon the import- 
ance of letting the child know from 
his earliest years that he is an adopted 
child, or, as some parents phrase it, a 
“chosen baby.” The emotional shock 
involved in the older child’s discovery 


‘that so vital a fact has been kept from 


him, not to mention the fears and 
fumbling deceits that torture parents, 
cannot ever be preferable to the com- 
paratively easy way of telling the lit- 
tle child the story of how he was pray- 
ed for, chosen, and made a part of 


this family. Just as the usual growth 
of families is part of God’s plan, so it 
is also part of God’s design that there 
should be children who need adoption 
and married people who need to adopt 
such children. 


Whatever you tell your children, 
be sure you tell them the truth. Don’t 
make up pretty stories. As gradually 
as they learn all the relationships be- 
tween the people in the large circle 
of your kindred, neighbors, and ac- 
quaintances, so gradually should your 
children learn about their legal rela- 
tionship to you, about the different 
ways in which the names Mother and 
Father are used. Of course, it takes 
patience to explain: “Uncle John is not 
your uncle in the same way Uncle Leo 
is. Uncle Leo is my brother. But Uncle 
John is called my brother-in-law be- 
cause he married Aunt Marie. You can 
have uncles in different ways, and you 
can have mothers and fathers in dif- 
ferent ways.” 


That sort of patient, matter-of- 
fact explanation prepares you and 
your children for the question: “Are

This was 
‘something we had not an- 
ticipated, had never even 
thought of, a loss we had 
not contemplated. | 


, mean editors and readers 
Msgr. Kennedy jike. Ever since “Sursum 
Corda” ceased, readers have been telling 


' editors how much they miss the feature. 


The volume and pitch of. the regrets have 
been such as to make an editor wince, 
“After all, 1] am still writing,” he secretly 
feels like saying. 

“But not like Father Gillis,” he would 
be told, were he’ to voice that thought. Not 
that he would need to be told so. He knows, 
being in the trade, that Father Gillis is a 
journalist with few peers. 

That is demonstrated afresh in a welcome 
book called On Almost Anything (Dodd, 
Mead. $3.), a collection of seventy pieces 
from the files of “Sursum Corda.” Here is 
a representative sampling of Father Gillis’ 
quarter-century of weekly columning. 

The subjects are; as the book’s title sug- 
gests, variegated. War and peace, wrong 
ways and the right way to world unity, the 
moral responsibilities of statesmen, the 
American tradition, the Catholic Church 
in the United States, anti-Semitism, alco- 
holism, the art of Marian Anderson, phil- 
osophy for the layman, the Psalms as 
spiritual reading—the range is wide. It is 
also familiar to anyone who has read Father 
Gillis regularly. 

One observes with gratification the 
wonted insistence on truth-telling, on the 
supremacy and omnipertinence of morality 
in the affairs of men, on the need of prin- 
ciples and logic, on the place of theology, 
on the importance of consistency, on the 
meaninglessness: and the harmful conse- 
quences of popular labels, and so forth. 

And not many pages pass without a 
sample of Father Gillis’ deadly skill in 
showing up a sophistry, usually from the 
pen or mouth of a person of prominence and 
supposed eminence in wisdom. Since these 
sophistries represent not merely one man or 
woman’s opinion but a widely held pre- 
judice, the surgery performed by Father 
Gillis is general in benefit. 

On Almost Anything reminds us, if we 
could have forgotten, that, in his weekly 
stint, Father Gillis addressed himself to a 
topic of capital significance, attacked. it 
directly and penetratingly, had something 
at once illuminating and practical to say 
about it, said this trenchantly. 

Just as he ducked no issue in the press, 
he does not attempt to rise above contro- 
versy in the essays he has nominated for 
this volume. He puts squarely on the record, 
in more permanent form, his views on hotly 
disputed matters like the UN and the Mc- 
Carthy debate. 


Love and Suffering 


I daresay that most of us who practice 
the devotion of the First Fridays know of 
the divinely chosen instrument of its in- 
auguration no more than her name, St. 
Margaret Mary. Henri Ghéon once wrote a 
little book about her. But, so far as I know, 
it attained no great circulation.

Prince Gallitzin 


Dw you know that the 
first seminarian to be or- 
dained in the United States 
was a real prince? Here is 
how it happened. , 

Prince Demetrius Gallit- 
zin was born in 1770 in the 
country of Holland where his 
father was the Russian am- 
bassador. His. father was a 
Russian prince and _ his 
mother a member of the 
German nobility. 

Demetrius was not a reli- 
gious boy. His mother and 


father did not practice any 


religion. Demetrius was edu- 
cated to become a soldier, as 
were many of his ancestors: 

However, when he was 
seventeen, Demetrius was 
converted and entered the 
Church. He took the name of 
Augustine, and kept on with 
his military career. 

At the age of 21, Demet- 
rius was an officer in the 
Austrian army. However, 
the sudden death of the Em- 
peror of Austria caused that 
nation to dismiss all foreign- 
ers in its employ. 

Demetrius was” without a 
job. He did not wish to go 
to Russia. He decided to go 
to the United States, which 
had so recently won its ine 
dependence. He felt that the 
new country would need 
good military men, 

The young prince arrived 
in America in 1792. He was 
shocked at the poor condi- 
tion of Catholics in this coun- 
try — they had neither 
churches or priests, He de- 
cided to become a priest to 
answer the need, 

A seminary had just been 
built in Brltimore, and the 
prince went there to com- 
plete his studies. He was or- 
dained by Bishop John Car- 
roll in 1795. 


Father Gallitzin was as- 
signed to Western Pennsyl- 
vania to work. He labored 
here until his death in 1841.

Iw reading over the many high sch 

which come to my desk, I have siete sat. Bgomni se. 
item which was a rarity five years ago, now occurs 
with increasing frequency. It’s a sad one too. The 
usual reporting of it consists of a picture of a student 
(boy or girl) and beneath it cutlines something like 
this, “William Smith was killed recently in an auto- 
mobile accident. Bill was well liked by all his fellow 
students. The Staff of the paper joins with the entire 
student body in expressing sympathy to Bill’s parents 
sisters and brothers. May he rest in peace ,, .” 
: And so it goes. Another tragedy, another young 
life wiped out just as it was beginning to bloom. Four- 
teen, fifteen, sixteen years of dedicated effort on the 
part of loving parents brought to a sudden end in a 
crash of metal and bloody plexi-glass, 


These thoughts occurred to me again today as I 
saw lying on my desk a letter from President Eisen- 
hower’s Committee for Traffic Safety. This letter calls 
attention to the fact that Thursday, December 1. 1955 
will be the second annual S-D Day, or Safe Driving 
Day. It goes on to emphasize that the challenge to 
every individual will be not a single traffic accident 
during the 24 hour period of S-D Day. 


The letter also states that during the month of 
November national, State and local organizations of 
all types will join in a public educational activity de- 
signed to effectively combat traffic accidents. This is 
in preparation for S-D Day. 

I am only too happy to pass this information on 
to you, my youthful friends. There are more teenaged 
drivers than ever before. New schools being built now 
have adjoining parking lots, instead of the old-fashion- 
éd bicycle rack. Thousands of students ride to school 
today where they used to walk or ride a bicycle. With- 
out a doubt these numbers are largely responsible for 
the statement of the President’s Safety Committee that 
there are now 60 million cars on our. highways today 
and that in 1965 there will be 80 million. 

This means too that among the 36,000 people 
killed on our highways last year there was quite a 


‘sizeable proportion of young drivers and their friends. 


For instance six youths were killed at one time in a 
Minnesota accident last year. And-‘only the other day 
five were killed-in an Indiana crash. As far as 1 am 
able to observe, these accidents oceur among teenaged 


people mainly for two reasons, namely, carelessness 
and inability to refuse a dare. The speed which kills is 
only the inevitable result of either one or both of these 
Teasonmns. 


The teenaged youth should by all accounts be the 
best driver on the road. His reflexes are sharp and 
fast. His eyes are ki id. liKeWwHASst his heal ig Our 
young men are the best airplane puots In the world— 
just for these reasons. A teenaged driver would never 
have an accident unless he got careless and took a 
chance or a dare. You simply can’t do that safely with 
a couple tons of highly developed power and speed and 
get away with it. The result disaster, sudden and 
quick. 

We would like to see our Catholic high school 
students take an active part in putting over the Presi- 
dent’s S-D Day. Civic and governmental officials are 
all behind it and—what is of special importance to us 
—the Holy Father himself has lately expressed his 
concern about traffic safety. This was in a talk on 
October 4 in Rome to a group of traffic engineers. 
Also, The Right Reverend Paul Tanner, Assistant 
General Secretary of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, has publicly stated in this connection for 
all Catholics that “National. Safe Driving Day deserves 
our support and earnest cooperation...” 

Let’s put this across. During the remaining days 
of this month promote debates and panel discussions 
at student assemblies. 

Talk the problem over. Bring in the moral angle. 
In other words, does a Catholic have a duty im consct- 
ence to be careful on the highway? What about the 
right to live and the property rights of others? What 
is the Church’s view when this was applied to driving 
an automobile? These are all interesting topics and 
can be discussed with great benefit to everyone con- 
cerned. 

High school papers can also get in on the act. 
Give the topic plenty of publicity. Urge among. other 
things the point of school pride. Doesnt every news- 
paper account of an accident give the name of the 
school which the young victims attended’ It does, 
And doesn’t the good name of the school suffer when 
some of its students are involved in an affair whose 
eause was carelessness and disregard for human life 
and property? It does. 

If you want to, drop me a short report of what 
your school has done to promote S-D Day, December 
1. I would like to send it in to the President's Com- 
mittee as a demonstration of Catholic student coop- 
eration in S-D Day. 3 .

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First Forward Pass—Again 


A COUPLE of weeks ago, in Sportscasting, in 
Our SUNDAY VISITOR issue of Oct. 16, we were light- 
headed enough to dwell upon the subject of who threw 
the first forward pass. 

Phil Dynan, sports publicity director (and a very 
capable one) at St. Louis University, sent me infor- 
mation giving credit to Eddie Cochems, then coach of 
St. Louis, for having his team first use ‘the forward 
pass in 1906. Dynan disputed the point that the first 
pass had been thrown by Gus Dorais to Knute Rockne 
in the Army-Notre Dame game of 1913. 


I pointed out to Mr. Dynan that the Dorais- 
Rockne combination was never thought of, at this end, 
at least, as the first to use the pass, but that it was my 
belief that they had introduced this offensive weapon 
in the east. | 

There has been a bit of mail forthcoming on the 
subject. Quite a bit, in fact. Even another letter from 


Mr. Dynan. 

The most interesting was from J. E. McCauley, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., who when he signed his letter added: 
“Harvard, 1915.” Mr. McCauley wrote: “On Sept. 
29, 1906, against Williams, Harvard tried the pass 
unsuccessfully. On Oct. 3, 1906, against Bowdoin, Har- 
vard tried six passes and one resulted in a touchdown. 
Throughout its 1l-game schedule that year (1906), 
Harvard used the forward pass. In the final game 
with Yale, on Nov. 24, Tad Jones, Yale’s quarterback 
called for pass which moved the ball from Harvard's 
24_vard line to the four. Two line plays then resulted 
in the only and winning touchdown of the game, Yale 
being triumphant, 6-0. Verification of the above is in. 
the History of Harvard Football, 1874-1948, written 
by Morris A. Bealle, a Washington, D.C., sports 
writer, and published by the Columbia Publishing 
Co., of Washington.” 

This. therefore, would make it a toss-up between 
Harvard and ‘St. Louis, with both using the pass in 
1906. However, Mr. McCauley added a final para- 


graph to his letter which I found interesting and sig- 
nificant. The paragraph follows: 


“In conclusion, I think it is unimportant who first 
used the pass. As mentioned before, Notre Dame under 
Jesse Harper, and later under Knute Rockne, first 
showed its possibilities and changed the game.”

I thank all those who have written to me on the 
subject, even those who were taking me to task. It.is 
an item of statistical moment, and I’m sure most dear 
to those souls who make a career of staying up to date 
on athletic statistics. Mr. Dynan has probably done 
as much or more research on the subject than any 
other person in presenting his case for St. Louis Uni- 
versity. If there are readers who want to run the

On matters controversial, however, in the field of 
sport, I have a few thoughts to express ... some of 
which have been expressed before. Why should the 
rules be different in high school, college and pro foot- 
ball This not only extends to the much-debated 
two-platoon versus one-platoon idea, but also to such 
items as field goals. In college football, a'player is 
credited with field goal distance from the line of 
scrimmage to the goal posts. Thus, if a certain play- 
er’s team has the ball on the 25-yard line and he boots 
a field goal from the 32 yard line, he is credited with 
a 35-yard field goal. You say, how come a 35-yarder. 
Well, the college rules say “from the line of scrim- 


mage to the goal posts.” Well, the line of scrimmage. 


was the 25 yard line. Then you add the extra ten 
yards that make up the end zone. So, 35-yards, right. 
But he kicked it from the 32-yard line ... add the 10 
vards of the end zone and it was therefore a 42-yard 
boot. On the other hand, the pro rules count a field 
goal from where the ball is kicked. 

In boxing, there is one set of. scoring rules for one 
state, and another set for another state. 

In basketball, the collegians and the pros play 
under different rules. 

As I’ve said before, I think one of the reasons 
baseball is our national game is because the rules are 
the same on the sandlots or in the big leagues. ©

Think about it as the difference between saying, 
“You take a bus marked A to get home,” and saying, 
“The bus marked A goes down Fifth Street.” Some- 
times your children need general information about 
sex and parenthood. Before you answer each question, 
think: “What exactly does he need to know?” : 

Avoid unpleasant details. Prevent feelings of in- 
feriority or shame by stressing the fact that your chil- 
dren were sought out and chosen by you. 

“Why didn’t my mother keep me?”—‘“She wasn't 
able to take care of you, and she knew we could take 
hetter care of you.” One mother tells her adopted son: 
“There could be many reasons why your mother didn’t 
keep you.-Maybe she didn’t have a house, Or she was 
too sick. Maybe she didn’t want a baby just then.” 
This mother savs.. “I let him know there are lots of 
possibilities. One thing he’s sure of: we do want him.” 

‘What was my father like?’—‘‘Well, I suppose 
he was tall and had dark curly hair like yours.” 

Perhaps there will be insults and tears. “That big 
boy across the street said my mother was a bad lady.” 
_.“'Nonsense. What does he know about it? Have-a 
cookie.” Don’t multiply troubles by saying too much, 

You can tell.the truth without giving all the facts. 
“Who was my mother before you got me?’’—“A young 
lady who lived in the city.” Then there comes a ques- 
tion that should not be answered,. usually. “Your 
mother’s name? I really don’t know her.” 

Assure your children: “We will tell you all you 
need to know about your birth.

Rather let us as editors and readers. heed the 
advice given to West Coast editors by His Eminence 
James Francis Cardinal McIntyre. “You have,” he 
told the editors, ‘“‘a potential power that is not being 


realized. Newspapers cannot be neutral. They must 
have a policy. Right or wrong we do not admit of 
neutrality. A newspaper must have a policy which 
invokes the virtue of fortitude and couples it with 
temperance and charity.” 

The Most Rev. Robert J. Dwyer, Bishop of Reno 
and a columnist for his diocesan newspaper, support- 
ed the Cardinal’s remarks in his address to the editors. 
The editor’s problem, he said, “is to understand the 


immediate relationship between the fact and the 
permanent reality, and then to overcome whatever 
personal obstacles may stand in the way of its ex- 
position 

“If he (the editor) is by nature a liberal,” the 


Bishop continued, “he must nevertheless be able to 
penetrate the illiberality of so much that passes for 
liberalism. If he is by bent a conservative, he must 
train himself to identify that which is faulty and 
extraneous In any given conservative program.” 

“It is to be feared, incidentally,” Bishop Dwyer 


added, “that in the contemporary Catholic Press in 


this country, there are conspicuous examples of the 
opposite; of liberalism pursued and defended at all 
costs and in all contexts, as well as conservatism 
glorified into a permanent thesis of Christian dogma.” 

Bishop Dwyer said editors need the virtue of 
Prudence; and he defined it: “It is the high art of see- 
ing all things in their exact proportion so that the truth 
itself emerges without sham, without subterfuge and 
without exaggeration.”
